A 
similar conference was held at 
Washington, D. C. A temporary 
constitution was adopted, tempo¬ 
rary officers elected and general 
policies formulated at a caucus 
at St. Louis, Mo., May 8 to 10, 
1919. A national charter was 
granted by Act of Congress on 
Sept. 16, 1919. Permanent organ¬ 
ization was effected and a consti¬ 
tution and by-laws adopted at the 
First National convention at Min¬ 
neapolis, Minn., Nov. 10 to 12, 
1919.

or soap, from the Cobel tunnel, 
went up to San Francisco to con¬ 
sult this engineer, who informed 
him that he had got into the 1 
hands of sharpers.

In the proposal for a reclassi- | 
fication of the company’s author- < 
ized capital stock of $250,000,000, , 
the amount fo common stock re- | 
mains the same at $125,000,000, , 
or one-half of the whole. The 
principal change is in the reduc¬ 
tion of $30,000,000 in the author¬ 
ized 7 per cent preferred stock 
series “A” and this is proposed j 
to be accomplished by increas- j

structed by the use of public 
funds, amounting to $44,500,000. 
Both the elevated railroads and 
subways were largely constructed 
when price levels were low. Even 
with this situation comparatively 
dense population, god riding hab¬ 
it and part of the rapid transit 
system financed by the public—the 
Board of Public Trustees has 
found it necessary to maintain 
rate's of fare which average 8.8 
cents, in order to provide suf¬ 
ficient return on the public and 
private capital invested in the 
property. . 

Part of the rapid transit sys¬ 
tem in Philadelphia (the Frank- 
ford Elevated Railway) was built 
some years ago by the city at a 
cost of $16,000,000. The popu¬ 
lation density is 22 persons per 
acre and the riding habit is excel¬ 
lent. These conditions should lend 
themselves to the furnishing of 
sendee at a low rate of fare. The 
fare, however, is 8 cents cash or 
7)4 cents when tickets are pur¬ 
chased. 

The rapid transit system in 
Chicago connsists entirely of ele¬ 
vated railroads and was financed 
and constructed solely by private 
capital, at comparatively low price 
levels. Although Chicago has a 
population density of 22 persons 
per acre, the rapid transit lines 
serve only 20 per cent of the 
city’s area. It is becoming in¬ 
creasingly apparent that if the 
much needed additional rapid 
transit lines are to be construct¬ 
ed in Chicago a large portion of 
the cost will have to be borne by 
the city, which now has a cash 
fund of over $40,000,000 which 
can be usd for this purpose. The 
rapid transit fare in Chicago is, 
at present, 10 cents cash or 8 1-3 
cents when tickets are purchased. 

It is apparent from the forego¬ 
ing that if Los Angeles is to have 
any extended system of rapid 
transit, judging from the exper¬ 
ience of other cities, public funds 
must be used to assist in its con¬ 
struction. At this time no one in 
the city knows how much of a sys- 
’tem can be built and what assis¬ 
tance, if any, will be needed from 
public funds. 

The real rapid transit problem 
facing this city today is the adop¬ 
tion of a rapid transit plan which 
will meet the charter require- 
mennts and yet be flexible enough 
to be adequate for the proper de¬ 
velopment of this city for the 
next thirty to fifty years. 

When such a plan is adopted 
and decision is made as to how 
much of a metropolitan transit 
plan shall be constructed at once, 
then careful attention must be 
given to the financing in order 
that the entire city may be bene¬ 
fited and not fall into the financial 
difficulties which are now faced 
by several eastern cities. 

Los Angeles demonstrated its 
ability to finance any public im¬ 
provement which it feels neces¬ 
sary, in the construction of the 
acqueduct, and in the carrying out 
of the Major Traffic Street Plan. 
What the citizens really want 
they have always been able, in 
the past, to finance, and without 
question this condition will pre¬ 
vail in the future.

It is wiser to take 
a I\ • i t 1 1;uve of the interval between 
the earthquake just passed, anil 
the one to come to increase build- 
in:' restrictions than to spend time 
in ‘hush work’.’’ 

That the damage done by earth¬ 
quakes can he so minimized as to 
be practically negligible, is t he 
opinion of the seismologist, who 
saj in attacking chambers of 
commerce and other “booster” or¬ 
ganizations for their policy of 
silence on the subject of earth¬ 
quakes in .California. 

[’he real work of the booster 
i to not earthquake proof build¬ 
ing restrictions written into the 
cities’ huildinir laws. The unfa- 
vorable publicity that results'from 
an eavthi|uake is due to the dam¬ 
me it causes, and not to the fact 
that there was an earthquake. 

“The tendency is to lighten 
earthquake huildinir restrictions, 
ami forget danuure as the date of 
the last upheaval fades,” criticises 
Or. Uycrly. “The further away 
our earhqimke is, tlie nearer may 
the date of the next he expected' 
to fall.” 

Although exact dates of earth¬ 
quake are not predictable, ac- 
rordiii:' to the seismologist's state¬ 
ment. earthquake zones and 
strains can be located by means 
of seismographs; anil is is cer¬ 
ium that e.artliquakees occur in 
these regions periodically. 

'‘California is the site of two 
m um faults, the Haywards Fault 
that extends through the foothill 
region, and the San Andreas Fault 
that runs through the state, along 
the coast north to Bolinas and 
Tom.des Hay and south through 
Sari Bernardino. 

“Although California has hail 
earthquakes, and probably always 
will have them, there is not a sec¬ 
tion in the United States that can 
claim full immunity- in fact one 
of the worst earthquakes in the 
world was in Missouri in the nine¬ 
teenth century,” says tlip seismol-

large buildings of structural 
steel and reinforced concrete arc 
very life, and the cost of build¬ 
ing' earthquake-proof structures is 
so little added to the total build¬ 
ing' cost that it is appalling to 
thing that, such requirements 
never have been enforced or gen¬ 
ii,illy observed. 

The Bay district affords a par¬ 
ticular problem to geologists, says 
the expert, as it is near two 
faults, and small earthquakes and 
upl '-aval that are registered fre¬ 
quently at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia cannot lie placed at either 
fault without the assistannee of 
three other seismograpliic stations 
to record the check results. 

“Jf a tube is ever built iri the 
ha .-ays Dr. Byerly, “it will he 
of vital importance to the engin¬ 
eer: to know the exact location 
of ny active faults, or it. will 
be in danger of destruction.”
